Report of Fire Chief, 1931 





I hereby submit my report of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year 1931. We have been very for- 
tunate the past year in regard to fire loss as all 
buildings which have been destroyed have been re- 
built or are in the process of building, which is very 
gratifying to the Fire Wards as well as to the tax- 
payers as a whole. 


We have had installed this past year a system 
of gutters and pipes on the Town Hall which keeps 
the large reservoir in the rear of the hall full of 
water and ready for use at all times for fire pur- 
poses. 


With the cooperation of the voters at the last 
annual meeting and the Public Service Commission 
of New Hampshire we have had installed a dam at 
the outlet of Country Pond which at the present 
time is holding nearly two feet more water than it 
has been possible to do in the past. 


We believe this will benefit a good many prop- 
erty owners by keeping a higher water table for 
their wells, besides giving us more water in most 
of our reservoirs for Fire Department purposes. 


We have purchased 200 feet of high grade 
hose this last year which gives us a very good supply 
for the truck at the present time with our older hose 
held in reserve. 


The department has answered 63 calls of all 
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kinds during the last year, fifty-nine of which were 
in town and four outside calls. 


I wish to take the opportunity at this time to 
thank all citizens who in any way have assisted us 
in our endeavors to keep our fire losses down.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 





To the School Board and Citizens of Newton: 


IT have the honor to submit my fifth annual re- 
port together with the reports of the Supervisor of 
Music and the School Nurse. These appended re- 
ports deserve your thoughtful consideration. Your 
attention is called to the table of statistics which 
follows this report. 


The number of pupils enrolled in our schools 
last year was 168. This number is 25 more than 
during the year ending in June, 19380. The attend- 
ance averaged 94.51% of the membership. The 
average for the state was 95.4%. Sixteen pupils 
were neither absent nor tardy during the year. 


The following table shows the attendance in 
the Newton schools during recent years: . 


Number of pupils enrolled in 1926 1338 
Number of pupils enrolled in 1927 141 
Number of pupils enrolled in 1928 186

Number of pupils enrolled in 19380 138

There were 18 graduates from the eighth grade 
last June. Ten of these entered High School. This 
is a time when young people should continue in 
school. It is far better for them to be enrolled in 
schools than to be found merely forming habits of 
idleness. I urge all our graduates from the eighth 
grade to go to High School and to go through. 
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Miss Ruth Morrison resigned ‘her position as 
‘primary teacher to accept a single-grade position 
in her home town, Dover. Miss Gladys Dubois, 
graduate of Plymouth Normal School, was appoint- 
-ed to fill the vacancy. 


A part of the money raised in the Red Cross 
Membership Drive was given to us for use in the 
schools. The money was used for medicine and first 
aid. es; 


The Stanford Achievement Tests were given 
this Fall as in other years. Scores obtained show 
that good school progress has been made. It is our 
aim to direct our teaching to individual pupils, first 
by discovering needs and then by adaption of work 
and drill. This year as in other years, our tests are 
designed to reveal these needs, and we have given 
attention to choosing the right kind and amount of 
drill. . 


The enrollment at the Junction School was so 
large last September, that it was necessary to trans- 
port the sixth grade to the Rowe’s Corner School. 


We plan to hold a dental clinic for school chil- 
dren early in March. The care of children’s teeth 
is very important because of the effect of poor teeth 
on health. The cost of this work will be very low 
due to assistance from the Harris Fund. 


The cost of instruction per pupil in Newton con- 
tinues well below the State Median. The cost be- 
ing $66.94 in Newton, while the median cost per pu- 
pil for the state as a whole is $83.67. Newton will 
continue to receive approximately $3,500.00 State 
Aid. Every School District in which a school tax 
of five dollars per one thousand dollars equalized 
valuation does not yield a sum equal to the approved 
budget, is entitled to State Aid for elementary 
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schools. The State Aid is the amount that must be 
added to the yield of the five dollars tax to equal the 
amount of the approved budget. The approved 
budget for elementary schools is the amount fixed 
by the State Board of Education as the minimum 
amount necessary to maintain standard schools. Our 
budget is determined by the amounts that State Aid 
will allow on the various items. If maintenance 
costs are cut below this amount it will reduce State 
Aid rather than the cost to the local tax payer. 


One of our greatest living teachers, Angelo 
Patri, says: ‘“‘The school cannot do it all. The pa- 
rents, the grandparents, the community, the homes, 
the use of leisure, the play, the church, the library, 
and countless other agencies are at work quietly, 
but surely, in the tremendous movement called edu- 
cation. There are 24 hours in a day. The child 
spends at best six hours in school, five days in a 
week, forty weeks in a year. He spends eighteen 
hours outside of school, seven days in a week and 
fifty-two weeks in a year. No, the school cannot 
compete. The handicaps are too great. It must be 
together, child, teacher, parents, home, community, 
and church. All need the school, but even more 
does the school need all the other helpers. Educat- 
ing boys and girls is the biggest job in this land of 
ours. It is too big a job for the schools alone. Con- 
fidence and faith are at the base of all co-operative 
endeavors. Children, teachers, and parents must 
co-operate.”’ 


In closing I wish to express appreciation of the 
courtesy and assistance given me by the School 
Board and the teaching force.

To the Superintendent and School Board: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor 
of Music in the Newton schools. 


Music education in our schools has developed 
in the past year a genuine enthusiasm and love for 
good music through vocal, instrumental and appre- 
clation courses. 


The children learn to sing many attractive and 
worthwhile songs before any music reading is taught. 
During the latter part of the first year staff notation 
is introduced, from this grade through the eighth 
the pupils’ progress step by step easily and effec- 
tively. 


Recognition of musical instruments is taught by 
sight and sound with the help of the victrola and 
picture charts. This work begins in grade one 
where the children learn to recognize the violin, 
trumpet and piano. Each year new instruments are 
introduced and at the end of the eighth year the 
entire symphony orchestra is completed. 


Rhythm bands have been organized in all the 
schools during the past term. The children delight 
in playing the instruments, which gives them a 
splendid opportunity for rhythm response. In these 
bands are found triangles, tambourines, cymbals, 
drums, bells and rhythm sticks. 


Preparations are being made for an entertain- 
ment to be given in March. Every grade will be 
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represented, also every school and at this time the 
rhythm band will make its first appearance. The 
pupils of grade six, seven and eight Junior School 
will present the operetta “Windmills of Holland,” 
by Otis M. Carrington. The cast consists of eight 
characters and a large chorus will assist them.
